DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimers filed on July 13, 201 1 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of Patents 7,801 ,421 and 7,734,154 or any patent granted on Application Numbers 
10/766,239 and 10/766,21 1 has been reviewed and are accepted. The terminal 
disclaimers have been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-11, 26-29, 32-35, 39-42, 46-49 and 53-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 

disclose or suggest a non transitory recording medium, a method of reproducing or 

recording or an apparatus for recording or reproducing a data structure for managing 

reproduction of at least one still picture, comprising (along with all of the other elements 

claimed): 

a. the playlist file including at least one playitem, at least one sub-playitem, 
and mark information, the playitem indicating an in-point and an out-point of a first clip 
stream file, the first clip stream file including presentation data, the presentation data 
being divided into at least one still picture unit, the first clip stream file not including 
audio data, the still picture unit including the at least one still picture and associated 
graphic data, the still picture and associated graphic data in the still picture unit 
configured to be reproduced synchronously, the still picture unit being reproduced as a 
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slideshow, the playitem including duration information indicating whether to display the 
at least one still picture for a finite period of time or an infinite period of time, the still 
picture being configured to be displayed until user input is received if the duration 
information indicates the infinite period of time, the sub-playitem associated with the 
playitem and indicating an in-point and an out-point of a second clip stream file, the 
second clip stream file including audio data, the still picture unit configured to be 
reproduced asynchronously from the audio data, the playitem and the sub-playitem 
configured to reproduce the audio data with the still picture unit as the slideshow, the 
sub-playitem configured to reproduce the audio data without interrupting the playitem 
reproducing the still picture unit (Independent claims 1 , 26, 27, 28 and 29; claims 2-1 1 
depend from claim 1 ; claims 32-35 depend from claim 26, claims 29-42 depend from 
claim 27, claims 46-49 depend from claim 28; and claims 53-56 depend from claim
